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Airlines Swear off Carry-On Fee 


Five carriers promise 
they will not charge 
for in-cabin luggage 

Atlanta 

U.S. airlines never met a fee they 
didn’t like — until now, it seems. 

Five major carriers on Sunday 
agreed not to follow the lead of a 
small Florida airline that plans to 
charge for carry-on bags. Their 
commitment comes just in time to 
keep travelers from running for the 
exits during the peak summer fly- 
ing season, but it is doubtful that it 
marks a change in strategy. 

Airlines are going to tack on 
every fee they feel they can get away 
with because it bolsters their rev- 
enue stream while allowing them 
to keep base fares lower. They just 
don’t feel like passengers will toler- 
ate losing their sacred free carry- 
ons — at least not right now. 

The promise to New York Sen. 
Charles Schumer from American 
Airlines, Delta Air Lines, United 
Airlines, US Airways and JetBlue 
Airways comes despite the fact 
that some of those same airlines 


are expected to report first-quarter 
losses next week. They were stung 
by higher fuel prices and the heavy 
February snowstorms. 

Ancillary fees for air travel — 
including baggage fees, reserva- 
tion change fees and other miscel- 
laneous operating revenue — have 
been piling up. 

But major carriers risk alienat- 


ing customers if they follow Spir- 
it Airlines’ lead and impose a fee 
on carry-on bags. In August, Spirit 
will begin charging customers up 
to $45 to place a bag in an over- 
head bin. 

“We believe it is something 
that’s important to our customers 
and they value, and we will contin- 
ue making that available to them 


at no charge,” American Airlines 
spokesman Roger Frizzell said. 

It wasn’t clear how long the five 
airlines had pledged not to charge 
for carry-ons. 

Schumer and five other Dem- 
ocratic senators support legis- 
lation that would tax airlines if 
they charge carry-on bag fees.

Goldman Sachs is 
likely to lose clients 
over fraud charges 

New York 

While Goldman Sachs contends 
with the government’s civil fraud 
charges, an equally serious prob- 
lem looms: a damaged reputation 
that may cost it clients. 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission’s bombshell civil 
fraud charge against Goldman has 
tarnished the Wall Street bank’s 
already bruised image, analysts 
say. It could also hurt its ability to 
do business in an industry based 
largely on trust. 

Damage from the case could 
hit other big banks, too. The SEC 
charges are expected to help the 
Obama administration as it seeks to 
more tightly police lucrative invest-

ment banking activities. 

Goldman has denied the SEC’s 
allegation that it sold risky mort- 
gage investments without telling 
buyers that the securities were 


crafted in part by a billionaire 
hedge fund manager who was 
betting on them to fail. A 31-year- 
old Goldman employee is also 
accused in the civil suit that was 
announced Friday. 

The charges could result in 
fines and restitution of more than 
$700 million, predicted Brad Hintz, 
an analyst at Sanford Bernstein. 
Yet, even if Goldman beats the 
charge, the hit to its reputation 
could carry a greater cost. 

So far, no Goldman clients have 
publicly condemned the bank’s 
alleged actions. But the negative 
publicity and regulatory scruti- 
ny could cause some to distance 
themselves, said Mark T. Williams, 
a professor of finance and econom- 
ics at Boston University. 

“Goldman can really only truly 
be effective in the marketplace if it 
maintains a strong reputation,” Wil- 
liams said.

The airport closures that have 
seized Europe remained in effect 
across much of the continent on 
Sunday, but the European Union 
said half of the continent’s regular- 
ly scheduled flights could resume 
as early as Monday. 

EU Transport Commission- 
er Siim Kallas told reporters in 
Brussels that the current situa- 
tion is “not sustainable” and that 
officials were working to increase 
air traffic without compromising 
passenger safety. 

Diego Lopez Garrido, state secre- 
tary for EU affairs for Spain, which 
holds the rotating EU presidency, 
said that weather forecasts indi- 
cated that half of Europe’s flights 
could operate on Monday. 

Several carriers have already 
conducted test flights in hopes of 
putting passengers back in the air 
as soon as possible. 


KLM Royal Dutch Airlines said 
inspection of an airliner after one 
such flight showed no evidence of 
problems resulting from the ash 
that has been emanating from 
Iceland’s Eyjafjallajokull (EY-ya- 
fyat-lah-YOH-kuht) volcano.

With tears in his eyes, Pope Bene- 
dict XVI made his most personal 
gesture yet to respond to the clerical 
sex abuse scandal Sunday, telling 
victims the church will do every- 
thing possible to protect children 
and bring abusive priests to jus- 
tice, the Vatican said. 

The emotional moment carried 
no new admissions from the Vatican, 
which has strongly rejected accusa-

tions that efforts to cover up abusive 
priests were directed by the church 
hierarchy for decades. But the pon- 
tiff told the men that the church 
would “implement effective mea- 
sures” to protect children, the Vat- 
ican said, without giving details. 

Benedict met for more than a 
half-hour with eight Maltese men 
who say they were abused by four 
priests when they were boys liv- 
ing at a Catholic orphanage. Dur- 
ing the meeting in the chapel at the 
Vatican’s embassy here, Benedict 
expressed his “shame and sorrow” 
at the pain the men and their fami- 
lies suffered, the Vatican said. 

“Everybody was crying,” one 


of the men, Joseph Magro, 38, told 
Associated Press Television News. 
“I told him my name was Joseph, 
and he had tears in his eyes.” 

The visit — which came on the 
second day of Benedict’s two-day 
trip to this largely Roman Catho- 
lic island — marked the first time 
Benedict had met with abuse vic- 
tims since the worldwide clerical 
abuse scandal engulfed the Vati- 
can earlier this year. 

“He prayed with them and 
assured them that the church is 
doing, and will continue to do, all 
in its power to investigate alle- 
gations, to bring to justice those 
responsible for abuse and to imple- 
ment effective measures designed 
to safeguard young people in the 
future,” the Vatican statement said.

United State of Distrust 

A new survey suggests Americans have largely lost faith in their government

The Implications of Distrust 


Washington 

Nearly 80 percent of Americans 
say they can’t trust Washington 
and have little faith that the mas- 
sive federal bureaucracy can solve 
the nation’s ills, according to a sur- 
vey from the Pew Research Center 
that shows public confidence in the 
federal government is at one of the 
lowest levels in a half-century. 

The poll released Sunday illus- 
trates the ominous situation fac- 
ing President Obama and the 
Democratic Party as they strug- 
gle to maintain their congressio-

nal majorities in this fall’s elections. 
Midterm prospects are typically 
tough for the party in power; add in 
a toxic environment like the current 
one and lots of incumbent Demo- 
crats could be out of work. 

The survey found that just 
22 percent of those questioned say 
they can trust Washington almost 
always or most of the time, and just 
19 percent say they are basically 
content with it. Nearly half say the 
government negatively affects their 
daily lives, a sentiment that’s grown 
over the past dozen years. 

This anti-government feeling 
has driven the grassroots conserva- 


SHORTTERM 

In the short term, the deepening 
distrust Americans have of gov- 
ernment is politically troubling for 
President Obama and the Demo- 
crats. Analysts say out-of-power 
Republicans could well benefit from 
the bitterness toward Washington 
come November, even though voters 
blame them, too, for partisan grid- 
lock that hinders progress. 


LONGTERM

live tea party movement, reflected 
in fierce protests this past week. 

“The government’s been lying to 
people for years. Politicians make 
promises to get elected, and when 
they get elected, they don’t follow 
through,” said Cindy Wanto, 57, a 
registered Democrat who joined 
several thousand for a rally in 
Washington Thursday. “There’s too 
much government in my business. 
It was a problem before Obama, but 
he’s certainly not helping fix it.” 

Majorities in the survey call 
Washington too big and too pow- 



erful, and say it’s interfering too 
much in state and local matters. 
The public is split over whether the 
government should be responsible 
for dealing with critical problems or 
scaled back to reduce its power. 

About half say they want a 
smaller government with fewer 
services, compared with rough- 
ly 40 percent who want a bigger 
government providing more. The 
public was evenly divided on those 
questions long before Obama was 
elected. Still, a majority supported 
the Obama administration’s exert- 
ing greater control over the econ- 
omy during the recession. 

“Trust in government rarely 
gets this low,” said Andrew Kohut, 
director of the nonpartisan center 
that conducted the survey. “Some 
of it’s backlash against Obama. 
But there are a lot of other things 
going on.” 

And, he added: “Politics has poi- 
soned the well.” LIZ sodoti (ap)

Principal's SUV Found 


Police search vehicle 
of slain D.C. educator 
for evidence of crime 

Washington 

A dark blue sport-utility vehicle that 
belonged to beloved D.C. schools 
Principal Brian Betts turned up Sat- 
urday, parked next to a church van 
and tucked behind a children’s min- 
istry in Southeast Washington. 

The clean, apparently undam- 
aged Nissan Xterra was 14 miles 
from the Silver Spring home where 
Betts, 42, was found dead Thurs- 
day of at least one gunshot wound.

Montgomery County detectives 
retrieved the car and searched it 
for evidence. 

“Somebody was in it,” said Capt. 
Paul Starks, a Montgomery police 


spokesman. “We want to find out 
about the person who was in it.” 

Betts was a rising star in D.C. 
public schools as principal of Shaw 
Middle School at Garnet-Patter- 
son, where he had gone to work in 
2008 with a handpicked staff of 
young teachers as part of Chan- 
cellor Michelle Rhee’s citywide 
school overhaul movement. Col- 
leagues alerted police Thursday 
after Betts did not report for work. 
Police say they think he was killed 
by someone he let into his home. 
Betts’ clothed body was found 
inside a bedroom, police said Sat- 
urday.

Teachers’ Union 
Aims to Revive 
Rhee Lawsuit 


Washington 

The Washington Teachers’ Union 
is asking a D.C. Superior Court 
judge to revive its lawsuit against 
D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
Rhee’s decision to lay off more 
than 250 public school teachers 
last year. 

Union leaders filed two motions 
electronically on Thursday. They 
say they want to reopen the case 
to reinstate teachers whose jobs 
Rhee said she cut because of bud- 
get pressures. 

The move comes after Rhee 
disclosed a $34 million surplus 
in the schools budget last week 
and her plans to use that money 
to help pay for teacher raises in a 
proposed labor contract.

The Hidden Costs of Time Away 



The price of a trip 
can escalate quickly 
with extra charges 

Personal Finance 

Once you book a plane ticket and 
hotel room, it’s natural to think 
your vacation costs are all but 
covered. 

Yet a hodgepodge of new and 
unexpected fees when you’re on the 
road means your trip can end up 
costing far more than expected. 

With airlines, for example, fees 
can now outweigh the price of a 
ticket if you’re not careful. And the 
rates for hotel rooms on travel Web 
sites probably don’t reflect the sur- 
charges that will be added later. 

Knowing about any hidden costs 
will help you stay on budget and 
perhaps even dodge some fees. 

Plane Tickets 

Complimentary services on air- 
lines are quickly becoming relics 
of a bygone era. 

To start, many carriers now 
charge about $25 for the first 


checked bag and $30 for a second 
bag. Be sure you know the size and 
weight requirements, too, or you 
may end up paying even more. 

Once you’re in the air, typically 
all that’s free are drinks. On Unit- 
ed Airlines and US Airways, snacks 
range from $3 to $7, according to 
Farecompare.com. Alcohol, head- 
sets and Internet access generally 
come with price tags, too. 


The good news is that most of 
these fees can be avoided with care- 
ful planning. And you may be able 
to get some fees waived if you have 
a frequent-flier account. 

Hotels 

If you’re booking a room direct- 
ly with a hotel, remember that 
hotel occupancy taxes vary great- 
ly across the country. In San Fran- 


cisco, for example, it’s 14 percent of 
the room’s cost. There’s also a tour- 
ism industry assessment of about 
1 percent for hotels in some popu- 
lar downtown areas. 

Hotel taxes and fees are also part- 
ly why you often pay more than you 
expected with online travel sites. The 
bids you submit with the name-your- 
own-price option generally don’t 
include taxes or service fees. 

Money 

Even money can come at a cost 
when you’re on the road. For 
instance, chances are that you’ll 
use an out-of-network ATM. But 
both your bank and the ATM owner 
will likely ding you for a combined 
average fee of $3.54, according to 
Bankrate.com. 

If you’re going abroad, check 
whether your bank offers free cur- 
rency exchanges. And remem- 
ber that putting charges on your 
credit card may be more expen- 
sive than you recall. In the past 
year or so, many banks have raised 
their foreign transaction fees to 
about 3 percent of the purchase.

The cloud of volcanic ash from Ice- 
land that has shut down airports all 
over Europe has caused unprece- 
dented delays, but surprise disrup- 
tions in travel are nothing new. 

Hurricanes and other natu- 
ral disasters, along with political 
unrest and personal problems, ruin 
vacation and business travel plans 
all the time. 

One way to hedge against such 
unanticipated events is to buy trav- 


el insurance. For a relatively small 
fee — typically 4 to 8 percent of the 
cost of a trip — you can buy pro- 


tection in case your travel plans 
go awry.

delays, like extra hotel stays or the 
price involved in changing plans;

But don’t try to purchase cov- 
erage for a trip to Europe any- 
time soon.

For the first time. Rolling Stone 
is inviting its readers on the long, 
strange trip though the magazine’s 
43-year archive, putting complete 
digital replicas online along with 
the latest edition. But you’ll have 
to pay to see it all. 

With a new site launching Mon- 
day, Rolling Stone will become one 
of the most prominent magazines 
to decide that adding a “pay wall” 
is the best way to make money on 
the Web. 

To many publishers and media 
analysts, charging for Web access 
is the fastest way to drive readers to 
free competition, where advertisers 
will follow. But even free sites with 
lots of readers haven’t been able to 
charge the kind of rates for adver- 
tising that print still commands. 
As one of the few major consum- 
er magazines now asking readers 
for an online fee. Rolling Stone is 
likely to get a close look from the 
rest of the industry. 

The magazine’s revamped home 
page will remain mostly free. The 
kind of material that seems to work 
best on the Web — quick updates 
on who’s breaking up, slide shows 
of popular bands on tour — won’t 
cost readers anything.

Man Without Tights 



Russell Crowe chats 
about ‘Robin Hood’ 
and breaking habits 

Q&A 

Oscar-winning actor Russell 
Crowe first made Hollywood take 
notice with his eye-catching turn 
in “Romper Stomper” (1992) and 
has captivated audiences with 
his roles in “L.A. Confidential” 
(1997), “Gladiator” (2000) and 
“A Beautiful Mind” (2001). He’s 
reteamed with “Gladiator” direc- 
tor Ridley Scott for his next film, 
“Robin Hood,” opening May 14. 
Shortly before receiving his star 
on the Hollywood Walk of Fame, 
Crowe, also a recording artist 
and part owner of the Australian 
rugby league South Sydney Rabbi- 
tohs, made time for the Holl 3 rwood 
Reporter’s Zorianna Kit from his 
home base in Australia. 

Let’s put the issue to rest once and 
for all; In “Robin Hood,” tights or 
no tights? 

There are no tights in this film. 
They weren’t invented until quite 
a few hundred years after when 
the story takes place. We start our 
story in 1199. Tights don’t come into 
play until the l600s. I do apologize 
of those who will be disappointed 
that there are no tights. 

You often play heroes. Is there 
anything you’re afraid of? 


I used to be fine climbing up things. 
Now I’ve got to steel myself for 
heights. Things like looking out 
an open window inside a helicop- 
ter 1,600 feet up in the air. 

On what would you say you are a 
complete authority? 

My own emotional state. I’m rela- 
tively knowledgeable when it comes 
to my football club. Everything 
else. I’m comfortable and happy 
to remain a student on. 

Do you have any bad habits you’re 
currently trying to quit? 

Cigarettes, for sure. [Pause.] To 
tell you the truth. I’m not really 
trying. What I’m doing is trying 
to bring it closer to the forefront 
of my mind every day. 


Speaking of computers, do you use 
Facebook or Twitter? 

I don’t, but there are plenty of 
people who pretend to be me on 
Facebook and Twitter. I’m actu- 
ally thinking of using Twitter 
when we go out and do press for 
“Robin Hood.” I’ve been think- 
ing that it might be interesting 
for people to follow because you’re 
tweeting from country to coun- 
try and seeing different things 
every day. 

What should female actors know 
about you? 

That I’m a naturally generous per- 
son, so don’t take it personally. And 
when I’m working with you, I will 
be your sword and your shield.
